Five arrested 
as police raid 
Luton homes

FIVE teenagers have been 
arrested and bailed following a 
series of raids by Bedfordshire 
police. 

The youths were apprehended 
in the early hours of Thursday 
morning on suspicion of con¬ 
spiracy to commit burglary 
between November 16 last year 
and January 3. 

One 15-year-old, two 16-year- 
olds and two 17-year-olds were 
taken into custody along with a 
haul of suspected stolen goods 
that were recovered by police 
officers. 

One 17-year-old was charged 
with possession of cannabis and 
he appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday 
morning. 

The raids took place at 
addresses on Faringdon Road, 
Brickley Road, Bank Close, 
Browning Road and Leagrave 
High Street in Luton. 

They were part of the force’s 
wider strategy of tackling and 
disrupting burglars. 

Officers initiated the opera¬ 
tion - codenamed Operation 


Bluejay - after noticing an 
increase in burglaries in the 
Lewsey Farm area in the past 
few months. 


Inspector Robert Bartlett, who 
led the operation, said the raids 
had been ‘a good result.’

Restaurant hit 
with £6k fine 
for poor hygiene 

COCKROACHES and greasy mould are 
some of the things food hygiene 
inspectors found in the kitchen of a 
restaurant that has been fined £6,000. 

Laziza Ltd - which trades as Buffet 
Lounge - at 106 Dunstable Road, in 
Luton, was hit with the charge on 
Monday at Luton Magistrates’ Court, 
despite having been advised by Luton 
Council on hygiene in 2011. 

It was also ordered to pay costs of 
£524 and a £15 victim surcharge and 
although it is still open, it is receiving 
regular visits from food safety officers. 

Inspections done by council officers 
last May and September uncovered a 
serious of poor food hygiene practices. 

These included a pool of greasy liquid 
on the floor behind the steamer oven, 
cockroaches running up the wails and 
across the floor and lumps of greasy 
mould along the fridge door seals. 

Councillor Mohammed Ashraf, portfo¬ 
lio holder for public health, said: 
“Hygiene laws set out basic standards 
any food business should be able to 
meet, with minimal expense and effort. 

“There is no excuse for any business 
to place public health at risk.”

Cops turn heat up in fight against crime 


A BIKE, video games consoles and clothing 
are some of the goods (pictured right) that 
officers recovered during a raid on a sus¬ 
pected burglar’s house on Thursday. 

During one of the arrests at an address in 
Luton, a youth (pictured far right) tried to 
evade capture by vaulting over a fence in his 
backgarden. 

But unfortunately for him, quick-thinking 
officers caught him before he could escape. 

Inspector Robert Bartlett said the police 
were now trying to find out if any of the 
seized items were linked to any burglaries. 

He said: “We want to put burglars on the 
backfoot and show the public that if anyone 
gives us any information we will act upon it. 

“We have recovered property from all the 
addresses and officers will be trying to trace 
the goods to any burglaries that have been 
reported. 

“It’s difficult for us to work out how many 
burglaries this group committed. We know 
that crimes have been happening in that area 
but there could be other groups or individu¬ 
als operating. 

“However, we do think that this group are 
responsible for most of the burglaries. 

“Our focus is on stopping serious crime 
because if we reduce that, the overall crime 



rate in the town will also go down. And one 
way we do this is by targeting prolific 
offenders. 

“We have a good idea of the individuals who 
are committing the crimes and once we get 
them we are looking to prosecute and secure 
a conviction. 

“In some cases we can offer rehabilitation 
but for there is a criteria for offenders to meet 
and they have to be willing to be helped.”

‘Prolific’ burglar gets 
12 months for thefts

A BURGLAR has been sentenced to 12 
months in prison following a spate of 
offences. 

Dean Harrington, 31, of Southwood 
Road, Dunstable pleaded guilty to two 
charges of burglary and one of theft. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court on Friday 
morning, the judge heard how 
Harrington entered Priory House in 
Dunstable on July 4 last year. 

After making his way through the 
exhibitions he went onto the first floor, 
where CCTV cameras recorded him 
entering a private office and then 
quickly leave. 

When a member of staff returned to 
the room, she noticed her handbag and 
phone, which contained photos of her 


daughter’s wedding, had been stolen. 

On December 16 Harrington entered St 
Mary’s Church in Dunstable, where a 
children’s party was taking place. 

He asked if he could have a drink, and 
was guided to the kitchen where he was 
left alone for a couple of minutes. 

The member of staff returned to find 
that both Harrington and an iPad 3, 
which had been left on a counter, had 
disappeared. 

The third offence occurred on 
November 16 when Harrington entered 
Hartwell Ford in Dunstable and began 
to browse the shop. 

After browsing the shop he entered a 
side room and took a Blackberry phone 
before leaving. 

Each time, Harrington was identified 
in CCTV images. 

Defence solicitor Mr Richard Bayliss 


said: “Mr Harrington has an unenviable 
record. Clearly the theme that goes 
through these cases is that they are 
opportunistic thefts. 

“They involve going into premises and 
taking items that clearly don’t belong to 
him that are available. 

“Mr Harrington has had problems with 
drugs, however he is someone who has 
been trying to make a change, but hasn’t 
been able to do so.” 

District Judge Carolyn Mellanby sen¬ 
tenced Harrington to five months in 
prison for the Priory House burglary, 
three months for the St Mary’s Church 
theft and four months for the Hartwell 
burglary. Sentences are consecutive. 

Explaining her ruling she said: “These 
are serious offences that can only be 
dealt with by way of a custodial sen¬ 
tence. This is prolific offending.”

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Car charging point 
has not been used

A CHARGING point for electric cars has not been 
used once - seven months after it was installed. 

The post in Grove Car Park in Dunstable, which 
was opened in fune last year, is the only working 
one in the town. Another outside Watling House is 
due to be completed soon. 

The figures are better in Luton, with 132 plug-ins 
to the two charging points in Kimpton Road, eight 
plug-ins at the Vicarage Street car park point, and 
five plug-ins at the Butterfield Green site. 

Luton Borough Council has plans to install 
points at a further nine locations throughout the 
town, including Upper George Street, Alma Street, 
The Mall and the Luton and Dunstable Hospital. 

Cllr Brian Spurr, Executive Member of Sustainable 
Communities at the council, said: “The charging 
points we’ve helped to install just show our com¬ 
mitment to enhancing the sustainable travel 
options in the area, including facilities for low 
emission vehicles. 

“We fully expect higher usage when more people 
have electric cars, but for now it is important for us 
to make them available.” 

But South West Bedfordshire MP Andrew Selous, 
who is a keen advocate of electric vehicles, said he 
is disappointed by the uptake of the charging 
points. 

After hearing about the figures in his Dunstable 
constituency, he said: “I guess it’s a bit of a chicken 
and egg situation.

“People won’t go out and buy an electric car 
without knowing that they will be able to charge 
their car when they are out and about. 

“I also think there needs to be more marketing 
that this post is available, as it is a bit tucked away. 

“However, I think there will be a tipping point 
and with the new electric cars that are on the 
market, I’m sure there will be more uptake soon.” 

A spokesman for Luton Borough Council said: 
“The presence of a charging infrastructure in 
Luton will help to promote sustainable modes of 
transport in the town and give the community 
more green travel options in the future.” 


is found with throat 


Dog 

THE RSPCA is appealing for 
information after the body of a 
young dog was discovered in a 
Bedfordshire wood with her 
throat cut. 

The organisation was alerted 
after a dog walker found the 
Staffordshire Bull Terrier bitch 
in a wooded area known as The 
Glebe in Toddington village 
around noon on Monday, 
fanuary 14. 

The body of the brindle and 
white-coloured dog was 
described as being ‘very fresh’, 
leading the organisation to 
think that it is likely she was 
only killed the night before or 
possibly early that day. 

A member of the public made 
the gruesome discovery after 
they noticed their own dog 


behaving strangely in the wood¬ 
ed area of the park, which was 
snow covered at the time. 

RSPCA Inspector Mel Fisher 
who is investigating, said: “This 
young bitch, who was probably 
only one or two, appeared to 
have been in good health. 

“There were no signs of other 
trauma which leads us to 
believe she died as a direct 
result of having her throat cut. 

“The wound went right the 
way across the neck, and had 
almost severed her head. 

“No weapon was found at the 
scene. 

“But there was a lot of blood so 
it is highly possible whoever did 
this took her out for a walk in 
the area specifically so they 
could kill her and leave her 


cut 

body. 

“However we cannot rule out 
her being killed elsewhere and 
then her body being dumped.” 

Inspector Fisher added that 
the incident had been very 
disturbing for the person who 
had found the body. 

She said: “To be out walking 
your dog somewhere you love 
and then stumble across some¬ 
thing so brutal and savage was 
incredibly upsetting. 

“It is vital we catch whoever 
was responsible for killing this 
poor creature.” 

Anyone with information 
about this incident or recognis¬ 
es the description of the dog is 
urged to contact the RSPCA on 
0300 123 8018 and leave a mes¬ 
sage for Inspector Fisher.

Council crackdown on 
dangerous properties

RESIDENTS are being given a 
chance to voice their opinion as 
the council seeks to crackdown 
on landlords renting out 
dangerous properties. 

Luton Council is holding a con¬ 
sultation on its proposals to 
extend licensing rules for Houses 
in Multiple Occupation (HMO) 
from April. 

A HMO is a building or a flat 
that is occupied by unrelated 
people or households who share 
facilities such as a bathroom, 
toilet or cooking facilities. 

Many of these buildings in the 
town are unlicensed and the 
council has no power to stop any 
landlord renting out unsuitable 
or unsafe properties. 

The proposal has been put for¬ 
ward following recent local and 
national studies which revealed 
that the condition of private 
rented housing in Luton is below 
the national average. 

Around 2,369 households in the 
private rented sector in the town 
are classed as HMOs. The coun¬ 
cil wants to extend its licensing 
rules to include smaller HMOs 
which are two or more storeys 
and are occupied by three or 
more people who share facilities.

The authority wants to rectify 
this by using licences to bring 
2,496 houses under the new 
scheme. 

They hope this will help 
prevent landlords renting out 
properties that are damp, cold, 
dirty, unsecure, too small or 
don’t have the appropriate 
number of bathrooms or toilets. 

The authority’s private sector 
housing service has successfully 
prosecuted eight unlicensed 
HMOs over the last two years and 
they have one prosecution that is 
pending. 


They also recently started on a 
programme of inspecting all 
HMOs in the town and are cur¬ 
rently investigating around 11 of 
these every fortnight. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, portfolio 
holder for housing, said: “The 
council is determined that all 
private tenants in Luton live in 
good quality accommodation 
that provides value for money. 

“There have been a few recent 
examples of landlords deliber¬ 
ately putting people at risk by 
renting out unsuitable or unsafe 
HMOs which damages the repu¬ 
tation of the good landlords. 

“In addition to improving safe¬ 
ty for private tenants, we think 
additional licensing would bring 
significant benefits to Luton by 
securing improved housing 
accommodation and better 
management of properties. 

“However, we want to know 
what people think of the propos¬ 
als before we make any decision. 

“If you can think of other alter¬ 
natives to drive up the standard 
of accommodation in Luton, this 
consultation is your opportunity 
to suggest them.” 

If the proposals are approved, 
the council is considering plans 
to publish an online list of suc¬ 
cessfully licensed HMOs for the 
public to check to see if the 
accommodation is licensed.

Tenants fight 
for homes

DEVASTATED tenants who 
have lived in their homes for 
almost 20 years are facing 
eviction in the next two 
months despite claiming 
they were told that they 
would be safe for three 
years. 

The properties near junc¬ 
tion 11 of the Ml in Luton 
were originally bought by the 
Highways agency for the 
motorway widening scheme 
to take place, and have been 
rented out. 

However in 2009 the 
scheme changed and the 
houses were no longer 
required, and have since 
either been offered to tenants 
to buy or put up for sale. 

However some residents 
claim that just last year they 
were told that their homes 
would be safe until 

Carol Hover, who has lived 
in her property in Bradley 
Road for 19 years received a 
notice to quit on Friday 
morning, which says she 
must be out of her home by 
March 31. 

She said: “I’m devastated. 
This house was an empty 
shell when we moved in and 
I’ve spent time and money 
turning it into our family 
home. 

“I’ve got five children and a 
partner who could be left out 
on the streets when we get 
evicted. 

“Who is going to help then? 
Where are we meant to go? 

“The council say that they 
can’t help us until we are 
homeless.” 

Neighbours Reg and Joyce 
Kitchener of Halfway Avenue 


have also been affected. 

Reg said: “I’m 68, my wife is 
66. We’ve built a home up 
here and we don’t want to 
leave it.” 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “A 
number of these properties 
have been in the ownership 
of the Highways Agency (HA) 
for years and most have been 
let to tenants throughout this 
period. 

“The council has engaged 
with the HA to encourage 
them, unsuccessfully, to sell/ 
let the vacant stock to us as it 
became vacant and/or sell 
the tenanted properties at a 
discounted price related to 
occupied premises as 
detailed below. 

“Previously the HA has 
been relaxed about the speed 
of disposal, but it appears 
they are now looking for the 
remaining properties to be 
vacant to allow them to sell 
them and this has prompted 
the current concern from 
tenants. 

“The council’s housing 
options team is engaging 
with affected tenants to 
advise them of their rights in 
this situation.” 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
person said: “The HA is plan¬ 
ning to sell a number of prop¬ 
erties in Luton near the Ml 
junction 11. Some properties 
have already been sold. 
Because of the number of 
properties the agency owns, 
sales of the properties have 
been phased to ensure that 
the local market is not 
flooded. 

“We are doing everything 
we can to help and have writ¬ 
ten to them at every stage of 
the process.” 


Lost gloves and scarves to keep the homeless warm 


IN A BID to support those 
living on the streets, a train 
operator has donated warm 
winter clothing to a home¬ 
less charity. 

First Capital Connect 
(FCC) handed over the 
coats, hats, gloves, scarves 
and other items to Luton 
based NOAH Enterprise. 

The clothing, which has 
come from unclaimed lost 
property at FCC stations 
including Luton , Leagrave, 
and Luton Airport Parkway, 
will be distributed from the 
charities welfare centre in 
Park Street. 

The train operator has 
also donated £250 towards 
hot food for those visiting 
the centre for a meal. 

NOAH Enterprise aims to 
help the most disadvan¬ 
taged in the local commu¬ 


nity. 

The welfare centre is open 
365 days a year and is used 
by over 1,000 people. 

An additional 60 people 
are supported at any one 
time through our outreach 
work. 

The charity is particularly 
concerned with providing a 
practical, empowering and 
caring service to people 
who are homeless or at risk 
of being homeless, and oth¬ 
ers who are marginalised 
and socially excluded. 

Support services include a 
day centre, drug and alco¬ 
hol support, counselling, 
and hot meals. 

The charity also runs a 
vibrant social enterprise 
trading in new, old and 
hardly used furniture and 
white goods. 


This not only generates an 
income for NOAH which 
enables it to keep running, 
but also provides an oppor¬ 
tunity for work experience 
and skills training for those 
coming through the welfare 
services. 

Keith Jipps, First Capital

Director, said: “This has 
been one of our coldest and 
wettest winters in living 
memory. 

“We are pleased to be able 
to donate unclaimed gar¬ 
ments from our lost proper¬ 
ty to those in need of keep¬ 
ing warm. 

“NOAH Enterprise does a 
fantastic job in assisting 
those living on the streets. 

“I am pleased we have 
been able to do our part in 
supporting them.”

Your credit card is 
wide open to all 


L ET this be a warning. In 
April 2011, we took our 
family holiday in the 
south of France. 

Flying to Nice, we hired a car 
from Sixt, a hire car company 
that works across Europe. While 
on holiday someone hit our hire 
car while it was stationary. 

We got the registration of the 
car and reported the incident to 
Sixt. We were told to get a police 
report, so spent an afternoon at 
the local station. 

As we had taken out car insur¬ 
ance and special damage cover, 
we were not too concerned. 

We explained everything to 
Sixt when we dropped the car off 
and they seemed happy. And 
sure enough, we received an 
email when home to say every¬ 
thing was in order and the case 
was closed. 

More than a year later a letter 
arrives, out of the blue, from Sixt. 
We were told that, as they did not 
get reimbursed from the other 
driver’s insurance, we now owe 
them 595 Euros. We replied to 
say we have been told the case is 
closed and we were insured. 

We got no reply but received 
another letter in October, repeat¬ 
ing the claims. We replied again. 

Then, three days before 
Christmas we get another letter 
from Sixt, saying that they have 
taken the 595 Euros from my 
credit card. 

I call Tesco, with whom I have 
the credit card, and sure enough 
the money has been taken from 


my credit card account. 

This is nearly two years after 
the accident. 

I was amazed they could do 
this and angry that they did. 

Since then I have been speak¬ 
ing to Sixt in England, Sixt in 
France and once, Sixt in 
Switzerland, all to no avail. 

I asked to call their press office 
but apparently Sixt do not have 
one. If my experience is any¬ 
thing to go by, that policy needs 
a rethink. 

I have also spoken to Tesco, 
who tell me I can do nothing for 
30 days, and to the financial 
ombudsman, the only people so 
far who have been helpful. 

I will never use Sixt again 
because, whatever the rights and 
wrongs, the company has been 
as unhelpful as it can, shown no 
remorse or sympathy and as 
little customer care as could be 
imagined. 

But that a company can take 
money from your credit card 
nearly two years after a transac¬ 
tion, still amazes me. 

A good reason to keep chang-

Motability 
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Gritters are ready

WHEN winter weather, snow or 
ice conies down in the area, our 
first thought is often how we are 
going to be able to get from 
A to B. 

With many using cars or public 
transport to get to work, school 
or college we hope that our roads 
will be clear and safe. 

This week, the entire country, 
including Luton and Dunstable 
has been affected by snow, but 
most of us have been able to 
carry on with our daily business 
as normal. 

This does not happen by magic. 
Both Luton Borough Council 
and Central Bedfordshire 
Council have extensive plans in 
place to help keep our towns 
moving. 

One of the ways that they do 
this is by gritting the roads. 

In Luton, the council uses an 
Icelert computer system and 
four roadside weather stations to 
collect data and predict weather 
conditions and road tempera¬ 
tures. 

If there is a risk of ice, the grit¬ 
ting fleet sets out on pre-deter- 
mined routes to salt 228km of 
main roads - that’s around 40 
per cent of the borough’s entire 
road network - to help prevent 
icy patches or snow forming. 

Eight key routes including all A 
roads are the priority, and grit¬ 
ting takes place outside peak 



traffic times where possible to 
keep traffic moving. 

The authority also provides 
more than 240 salt bins at known 
troublespots such as sharp 
bends, steep hills and difficult 
junctions. 

Anyone can use these supplies 
to treat local problems on the 
road and footpaths, although 
they should not be used for 
domestic driveways and foot¬ 
paths. 

A good handful of salt is usual¬ 
ly enough to treat a square metre 
of icy path. 

These salt bins are refilled 
before each winter season and 
replenished as necessary. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, who has 
responsibility for the highways, 
said: “The council is well pre¬ 


pared for winter and during a 
cold spell our highways engi¬ 
neers monitor the situation 
around the clock and treat as 
many roads as possible when 
appropriate. 

“But clearly it’s not possible for 
us to treat every road so we con¬ 
centrate resources on keeping 
the busier routes clear. 

“Motorists should never 
assume that a road has been 
salted and always remember 
that the onus for safe driving 
rests with them. 

“Reduce your speed, keep your 
distance and try to anticipate 
the actions of others as the con¬ 
ditions may still be slippery, 
particularly during ice, snow 
and fog.”

of conditions makes sure that 
the gritters are ready to treat 
the roads as soon as any ice is 
forecast. 

Cllr Brian Spurr, Executive 
Member for Sustainable 
Communities said: “The coun¬ 
cil has prepared to face the 
winter by making sure that the 
roads and paths are in good 
shape. 

“Severe weather, such as cold, 
snow, ice, high winds and 
flooding can have a huge 
impact on daily life and condi¬ 
tions can deteriorate quickly. 

“Prevention is better than 
cure, so it is wise to be prepared 
for any adverse weather and the 
various problems it may bring.”

Be on guard against 
‘unscrupulous’ traders

A COUNCIL is warning resi¬ 
dents to be wary of rogue door¬ 
step traders this winter. 

Luton Borough Council has 
sent out the advice following 
revelations that 8,000 com¬ 
plaints about uninvited door¬ 
step traders were received 
nationwide last year. 

The figures were provided by 
the Citizens Advice Consumer 
Service (CAB) which has a 
branch on King Street, Luton. 

Information sent out by the 
council said that ‘unscrupulous 
doorstep traders’ employed a 
range of tactics to target vulner¬ 
able people, particularly those 
who are older or disabled, for 
issues such as house repairs, 
gardening work and even mobil¬ 
ity aids. 

The report from CAB revealed 
that consumers are experiencing 
problems when buying many of 
these items on the doorstep. 

Bogus traders employ a range 
of persuasive and emotional 
tactics to secure a fast sale and 
con people out of their hard- 
earned money. 

Councillor Mohammed Ashraf, 
portfolio holder for trading 
standards, said: “Remember, it is 
your doorstep and your decision

not to accept a potentially dodgy 
deal from a high-pressure door¬ 
step salesperson. 

“It is not impolite to simply say: 
‘no thank you’. Do not agree to 
sign anything on the spot. 

“Take time to shop around and 
talk to someone you trust before 
you make any decision. 

“We want to encourage local 
residents to be more confident in 
refusing unwanted salespeople 
and not to become victims of 
rogue traders.” 

Julia Durham, from CAB, said: 


“When someone tries to sell you 
something or gets you to sign up 
for something in your home or 
on your doorstep they may be a 
genuine salesperson, but some¬ 
times it’s a scam. 

“You can protect yourself by 
not agreeing to anything straight 
away, don’t pay any money up 
front and say you want time to 
think about it. Ask for a copy of 
your cancellation rights and any 
terms and conditions so that you 
can read them thoroughly before 
signing up to anything.”

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‘Deserving’ David’s 
battle with learning

A PHD student who battled with 
dyslexia in his youth has been 
crowned the nation’s Most 
Deserving Student. 

David Moorhead, 30, who is 
doing a doctorate on cinematic 
adaption and screenwriting at 
the University of Bedfordshire, 
was given the award by motors. 
co.uk, the motoring website. 

And he has said he hopes his 
achievement can inspire young 
people struggling in education. 

David was recognised for the 
weekly trips he makes to 
Cheshire to visit his sick seven- 
year-old daughter Grace. 

She suffers from persistent 
infections and recently came out 
of hospital after being struck 
with E-coli, kidney stones and 
ammonia. 

David said he struggled at 
school and his dyslexia meant 
teachers kept telling him he was 
‘stupid’. 

But a few years after leaving 
school he went into higher edu¬ 
cation and ‘fell in love’ with 
learning. 

The 30-year-old was nominated 
by his partner and won a Renault 
Twingo as well as £1,000 for the 
university. 

Speaking after winning, David

said: “It was a brilliant experi¬ 
ence but a large part of me felt 
very guilty because the other 
candidates had good stories. 

“At school I never knew about 
my dyslexia and it troubled me. I 
couldn’t do the basic things and I 
had given up on education but a 
few years after leaving I went 
into higher education and found 
it was very different. 

“It’s very tiring doing all the 
travelling so much but I am so 
happy doing my PhD and I love 
the lecturing that comes with it. 

“I then realised I wasn’t stupid 
and when I was tested - this may 


sound strange - but I was over 
the moon because I finally knew 
what was wrong with me. 

According to Dyslexia Action, 
around ten per cent of the popu¬ 
lation is affected in varying 
degrees. 

David also said the unwilling¬ 
ness of his teachers to try to 
investigate his difficulty in 
learning meant he experienced a 
very frustrating early education¬ 
al life. 

He said: “A lot of my secondary 
school teachers were poor and I 
think my parents asked on many 
occasions for to be tested but 
were told it was too expensive 
and that I was just lazy. 

“If I handed in a piece of work 
which turned out to have 
mistakes on it I got very frustrat¬ 
ed because I knew I had tried my 
best to double check it. 

“The most pleasing thing about 
this award is there are other 
people who may think that 
education is not for them and 
think they are letting people 
down. 

“But they can look at me and 
see that they can do it for them¬ 
selves. 

“Having dyslexia is not a disad¬ 
vantage and it’s about finding 
out what you are good at. 

“Do not think for a second that 
you are stupid.”

1 FOR THE ROAD (AND TRACK) 

Even the most ardent fans of the marque would admit that BMW 
has had the odd swing and miss in recent years but in the 1 Series 
M Coupe, the M division has knocked the ball out of the park. 


BMW hasn't just turned the wick up on the 135i and plastered a few carbon 
bits about the interior though. The new BMW 1 Series M Coupe has at its 
heart the same in-line twin-turbo six-cylinder engine, in this instance 
tweaked to develop a maximum output of 340bhp and with enough about it 
to guarantee zero to 60mph in just 4.7 seconds. Unofficial figures hint that 
this car is quicker around the Nurburgring Nordschleife 
than the previous generation E46 BMW M3. 


As well as having the dynamics in place, BMW has also marketed the 1 
Series M Coupe with an eye to current 

financial austerity, and its 224g/km C02 output and 29.4mpg fuel economy 
are both standout figures for a vehicle this potent. Downsides? The engine 
note isn't the most inspiring and steering feel isn't up to Porsche standards 
but that's about it. 


With the M3 getting ever bigger and softer, this model might well be the new 
M division sweetheart. 


Packing 340bhp into a cleverly resolved and purposeful shape, it might not 
be pretty but it certainly looks the part. There can be few cars launched in 
recent years that satisfy the enthusiast's tick list quite so completely. 
Compact dimensions, reasonable weight, explosive power, front engine and 
rear wheel drive, proper differential and realistic pricing cannot fail to 
translate into a winning formula. It captures the spirit of the original E30 M3.

Devine inspiration 
in the shape of 
prospect Reynolds

LUTON lightweight boxer Michael Devine 
says national champion and fellow Luton 
puncher Jordan Reynolds would make a 
good training partner. 

Devine, 23, is dropping down a weight 
division for his next fight, against Dan 
Naylor in March, but feels he and 17-year- 
old welterweight Reynolds could show each 
other the ropes. 

“I’ve known him for a good while now,” 
said Devine. “I think me and him would be 
good training partners. 

“We sparred when I was a bit younger. He 
was a young kid then so I was showing him 
how it goes down. He’s a bit heavier than 
me now.” 

Reynolds is yet to join Devine in the pro¬ 
fessional ranks but, having won the 
National Ambition Boxing Championship in 
December, is well on the way to achieving 
his Olympic and professional ambitions. 

“I’m pleased he’s doing the business as 
an amateur,” said Devine. “He’s an up and 
coming fighter. I’m sure he can make his 
mark as a pro. 

“With him being from Luton, if he turns 
pro, we’d help each other out. Hopefully, by 
the time he turns pro, I’ll be at the British 
title scene.” 

Devine’s next bout will be his first title 
fight, as he looks to defeat Naylor, the 
26-year-old super-featherweight, to claim 
the Southern Area crown. However, Devine 
says preparations for his fight in York Hall 
have been struck by problems. 

“I was supposed to fight for the light¬ 
weight title against Ryan Taylor,” he said. “I 
was getting ready to face him but they 
weren’t paying the right money. 

“Naylor rang up and wanted the fight so 
he must be keen. I just get on with it and 
fight whoever they put in front of me. This 
is going to be the only fight I do at super¬ 
featherweight, I think.” 

Devine’s only blemish on his nine-match 
record came on his 21st birthday in April 
2010 against Mark Alexander. Three of 
Devine’s eight wins have come via knock¬ 
out. 

The former South Luton pupil is set to 
fight again this April - just weeks after his 
title shot in March. 

“I’ll be back out in April,” said the former 
Farley Hill boy. “There’s a show in Grays in 
Essex that will be televised on Eurosport,” 
he said. “I hope to go out there with a title 
and be able to do a six rounder. Hopefully, 
we’ll go for someone with an unbeaten 
record. It’ll be a good test for myself.”

JORDAN Reynolds feels he will win 
the Junior ABA title if he manages 
to negotiate the tough London 
phase of the tournament. 

The 17-year-old Luton puncher is 
one of the favourites in the welter¬ 
weight category after winning gold 
in the National Ambition Boxing 
Championships last month. 

But as he is representing West 
Ham Amateur Boxing Club in the 
London division in March he faces 
the prospect of having to win as 
many as four fights just to reach 
the quarter-final stage. 

“If I was fighting for, say, Luton in 
the Home Counties section I'd 
probably only have to win one 
fight to be in the quarter-finals," 
Reynolds said. “It’s so much harder 
being in London.” 

The former Barnfield South 
Academy pupil knows he is likely 
to come up against Connor 
McKinnon, the GB fighter, and his 


fancied club mate and friend 
Charlie Stevens in the early phases 
of the competition. 

“If I beat those two then I'll win 
it,” Reynold said. “They are good 
boys. Connor is a tall southpaw 
and I think Charlie is undefeated 
and has a similar style to me.” 

Reynolds had a two-week break 
after winning the National 
Ambition Championships at the 
insistence of his coach. 

“The biggest challenge for him is 
learning to switch off,” Mick 
Driscoll said last month. “He needs 
to learn to relax and not burn him¬ 
self out.” 

Reynolds said he “hated the 
break” and is delighted to back in 
the gym in Plaistow. “I feel at home 
there,” he said. 

“I am learning that I do need a 
break,” Reynold said. “In my first 
two or three fights I had nothing 
left in the tank.” 

He has lost only three of his 27 
fights and his reputation, and that 
of the club, means he is struggling 
to get a fight ahead of the start of 
the Junior ABA Championships.

“Some are FIFA referees with past World 
Cup appointments. This provides the opportu¬ 
nity for these young referees to operate with 
a variety of officials. The FA is fully commit¬ 
ted to providing improvement opportunities 
for referees who are involved in the National 
Referee Development Programme.” 

David Beckham, Wayne Rooney, Raul, Peter 
Crouch, Jermain Defoe and Clint Dempsey 
have all played in the tournament. 

“This is a great opportunity for referees to 
experience the challenges associated with 
international football while also developing 
their own personality,” said George 
McCaffery, a referee coach and group leader. 

Finnie will live with an American family as 
part of a home-stay programme.’
